WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.— Postmaster General Work to­ 
day recommended to President Harding that the selection of 
postmasters should no longer be considered as a political per­ 
quisite of Senators and Representatives, but that It should be 
vested in the Postoffice Department alone. 
He recommended 
that the present regulations requiring the examination of can­ 
didates for postmaster by the Civil Service CommisstSp^ be 
abandoned. 
He further said that the Postoffice Department 
should not be hampered, as a sound business organization, in 
putting the right man in the right place, by any political con­ 
siderations and by the restrictions under the present plan of 
examination which does not give a civil service status.

THE “INEVITABLE” SPECIAL 
SESSION OF LEGISLATURE 


NEW CONSTITUTION MAKERS 
ARE NOW MORE HOPEFUL 


The tenor of 
some 
of the dis­ 
patches from Austin 
referring to 
the “inevitable special session” of 
the Legislature seems to infer that 
there is something to be deplored in 
the fact that a special session must 
be held. 
It 
is 
recognized that a 
special session, following the regu­ 
lar session, is usual, but there seems 
to be an impression that this should 
not be. 
This feeling gets 
abroad every 
two years, and at the beginning of 
every regular session there is talk 
in certain quarters of winding up 
everything in 
the 
regular session 
and making 
a 
special session un- 
necesary. 
And yet there is really no good 
reason for such 
a 
feeling. 
It is 
right and proper that a special ses­ 
sion of the legislature should be de­ 
voted to the 
stupendous 
task of 
providing 
tLe 
appropriations for 
the budgets of the various state in­ 
stitutions and departments for two 
years. 
It would not be possible to 
do this during the regular session 
of the legislature. 
This 
has been 
proved abundantly 
by 
experience 
in the past, and with each passing 
two years the task becomes greater. 
A special session is necessary for 
this purpose, and always will be ne­ 
cessary. 
The special session which 
will follow the present regular ses­ 
sion, therefore, is not “inevitable” 
because of any neglect of the mem­ 
bers. 
It is “inevitable” in the very 
nature of things. 
It 
was plainly 
"inevitable” before the regular ses­ 
sion convened.— Fort 
Worth Star 
Telegram.

for Texas. Attorney General Keel­ 
ing ruled that the matter of a new 
constitution must be submitted 
to 
the people for their decision. 
By 
a large majority, the house passed 
a convention resolution and sent it 
to the senate. 
The resolution pro­ 
vides for a convention of 93 dele­ 
gates, should the people adopt the 
resolution calling for a convention 
at the general election to be held 
in November, 1924. 
Now the 
senate 
committee 
on 
constitutional 
amendments 
has 
made 
favorable 
reports 
on 
the 
house resolution with several cor­ 
rective amendments. One, which is 
said to be material, is 
an 
amend­ 
ment that would 
prohibit the elec­ 
tion of more than 
two 
delegates 
from any 
county 
and 
senatorial 
district composed 
of 
more 
than 
three counties. 
Senator A. J. Wirtz 
was the only member of the com­ 
mittee who voted against the reso­ 
lution. 
According to senate leaders and 
corridor gossip, it is a cinch 
that 
favorable action will be taken 
by 
the upper house, and that the peo­ 
ple who are

to be 
masters, 
will make 
their own decision 
on 
general election day. 
Representa­ 
tive John E. 
Quaid,

to decide who shall 
be the next 
mayor of that city. 
Senator Rich­ 
ard M. Dudley is a candidate 
and 
is out there directing his campaign. 
On the surface of things, the clan 
issue appears to be uppermost, but 
under the surface, it is said, rival 
business interests and rival bank­ 
ing interests are battling 
for the 
municipal control of the gate „city. 
Representative Quaid 
and others 
from the Upper Rio Grande country 
say that it will 
be a very close 
contest 
between 
Dudley

ed. 
Senator Dudley’s position could 
not be ascertained, as he is out of 
the city. 
The resolution probably 
will not come up for consideration in 
the senate until early next week. It 
has been reportted favorably by the 
senate committee on state affairs 
and is now being printed. 
The poll of senators showed that 
they vary greatly in their opinions 
on the 
house 
resolution. 
Several 
stated if they could change the res­ 
olution 
in 
various 
details 
they 
would vote for it, others were un­ 
alterably opposed, while others were 
in favor of any 
rseolution 
which 
had in view the calling of a consti­ 
tutional convention.

REP. ROUNTREE WON 
IN PARLIAMENTARY^ 
STRUGGLE AT AUSTIN 


(From Monday’^ Daily) 
(San Antonio Light) 
AUSTIN, Texas, 
Feb. 
26—The 
House was thrown into an uproar 
this afternoon when Representative 
Kendricks, of 
Ellis, 
offered 
an 
amendment to the Stroder anti-evo­ 
lution bill, known as the “monkey 
bill,” which was under considera­ 
tion to exempt the Prairie View 
Normal, an institution for negioos, 
and the Grubbs vocational college, 
located at Arlington, from the pro­ 
vision of the measure. 
Demands 
came from all over the House that 
the amendment be withdrawn, the 
principal objection to the amend­ 
ment being that it connected the 
Grubbs college with a negro school- 
Hendricks declined to withdraw his 
amendment, whereupon Represent­ 
ative Rountree raised the point of 
order that it was not germane. The 
speaker overruled the point of or­ 
der. 
Just prior 
to 
the Rountree 
point of order Henderson of Mc- 
Lennon made a motion to adjourn 
until 
IO o’clock Monday. 
In the 
parliamentary 
struggle 
Rountree 
demanded that the amendment be 
voted down and overruled he con­ 
tinued to press a parliamentary in­ 
quiry as to defeat of the motion 
to adjourn. 
This 
was done by 
186 to 16. 
Winfree and Rountree 
then demanded the withdrawal of 
the Hendricks amendment as it was 
an attack on the “integrity of the 
House” Rountree said. 
There were 
tense moments and Rountree held 
the floor. 
As 
the 
uproar 
grew 
stronger, Hendricks withdrew the 
amendment. 
Sharp Tilt For Two Hour* 
For two hours the House debated 
the bill, which seeks to prohibit the 
teaching of 
the 
evolution theory, 
either Darwinian 
or 
theistic, in 
state-supported schools, and there 
were some sharp tilts. 
When the measure was taken up 
the author offered an amendment 
eliminating the penalty clause and 
providing that the teaching of tho 
evolutionary theory as a fact would 
be unlawful. 
While Representative Price was 
speaking to his motion, he was in­ 
terrupted by Representative S tri­ 
der, who asked if Price believed in 
free love. 
“ What Kind of Fee Love?" 
“ What kind 
of 
free love— Kila 
Wheeler Wilcox, 
or 
what kind of 
doctrine?” 
Price shouted back to 
Stroder, and he added: 
“You go to 
the temple, to the synagogue, to the 
church and to the public forum, 
with your peculiar doctrine, but for 
God’s sake, save the Texas legisla­ 
ture 
from 
passing 
upon 
such a 
question.” 
Representative Howeth moved to 
table the Price amendment and th*' 
motion prevailed, 62 to 50. 
It was 
then that 
Hendricks 
offered his 
amendment that the provisions of 
the hill shall not apply to Prairie 
View normal $ind Grubbs college. 
After it had been withdrawn the 
House adjourned. 
Rap* “ Free-Lovi»m” 
Defending his bill, Stroder de­ 
nounced the theory of evolution iii 
scathing terms, 
declaring 
it was 
“implanted in this country by end * 
saries of the devil who emigrate! 
Irom Germany, France and Eng­ 
land.” 
He insisted that any man 
“who believes in 
evolution 
in its 
materialistic sense” as “an atheist 
of the worst form.” 
He severely ar­ 
raigned 
socialism, 
bolshevism, 
“free-lovism,” materialism and an­ 
archism, declaring that 
euch wa 
akin to the evolutionary theory. 
It was asserted by Representative 
Howeth that 
evolution was “th 
anti-tithesis 
of 
everything scrip­ 
tural.” 
The theory, he sad, would 
“undermine the Bible, because it 
disputes the 
Geneses 
account 
of 
creation and in time, would destroy 
civilization.” 
In offering 
the 
amendment to 
strike out the enacting claure, Hep 
resentative Price, 
of 
Morris, 
as­ 
serted that “the word of God needs 
no aid or defense from the Texas 
Legislature.” 
It would be as logi­ 
cal, he declared, 
“to 
send Texas 
rangers to New Jerusalem to defend 
it against violence” as it would be 
for the Legislature to seek to de­ 
fend the Bible against the alleged 
baneful effects of evolution teach­ 
ings. 
Darwin Hat Defender 
Price expressed 
the 
belief that 
“if Jesus Christ were in the House, 
He would 
condemn 
tho Stroder- 
Howeth bill on the ground that u 
restricts free speech, free thought 
and free conscience. 
It savors of 
fanaticism and witchcraft and would 
do credit to the Spanish inquisition. 
I do not believe the Legislature ha 
any right to set itself up as an ar 
biter of 
scientific 
and religious 
issues.” 
The bill 
was 
characterized by 
Representative Miller, of Parker, .. 
the most radical measure ever in­ 
troduced in the House. 
Its enact­ 
ment, he added, would mean the 
abolition of the state medical col­ 
lege at Galveston.

FEDERAL SURVEY IS 
PLANNED FOR BRAZOS. 
COLORADO. TRINITY 


(From Tuesday’s Duily) 
WASHINGTON, 
Feb. 
27— The 
House Flood 
Control 
Committee 
has directed a report of an omnibus 
bill calling for preliminary surveys 
of streams in a 
number of states 
with a view to 
flood control, and 
the Colorado, 
the 
Brazos and the 
Trinity of 
Texas 
are 
included. 
The work would 
be 
done by the 
Boards of 
Army 
Engineers, and 
managers of the legislation today 
expressed hope that favorable ac­ 
tion by both houses could be ob­ 
tained next week. 
Navigation Is Excluded 
The three Texas streams are in­ 
cluded in the omnibus measure as 
the result of bills dealing with them 
by Representatives .Mansfield, Con- 
nally and Briggs. 
The bill excludes 
the question of navigation of the 
streams in question, it being con­ 
tended that the Federal Government 
has 
jurisdiction in the making of 
surveys but that its contribution for 
the work of flood prevention would 
be limited in a consideration of the 
navigation afforded by the streams. 
Recently the Texas Legislature has 
acted for a state survey of a aum 
ber of streams including the three 
in the omnibus bill and it is thought 
that 
if 
the 
Federal 
legislation 
passes, the army engineers will co­ 
operate with the state authorities 
in a large measure. 
Some members 
of the delegation expressed belief 
that had tho state not manifested 
its interest,

committee could have been induced 
to view' the m atter favorably.
